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Registration 
Shows 
Increase 


“Our registration is on. the. in- 
crease,” is the word from Presi- 
dent John B. Lemos as the spring 
semester gets under way. Al- 
ready the enrollment has sur- 
passed last semester’s peak of 
717 with 618 old students and 101 
new students for a total of 719. 
An estimated 20 still in the proc- 
ess swell the figure to 739. 

Mr. Lemos offered a word of 
caution to the new students as 
well as a reminder to the old 
students on two important points. 
The first has to do with the park- 
ing on the far side of Homestead 
Avenue, across from the front of 
the school. If the parking lot is 
too full, park on the school side 
of the street. 

The other, and no less impor- 
tant, point concerns the rule 
about liquor at college functions. 
The student body supreme court, 
set up last semester to try cases 
involving student. discipline, has 
found it unnecessary to try a sin- 
gle case. Mr. Lemos and every- 
one concerned hopes. that this 
record will. remain.
